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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restriction 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, Claims 1-3 in Paper No. 5 is 
acknowledged. 

Priority 

2. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on applications 
filed in Japan. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified copy of the foreign 
applications as required by 35 U.S.C. 119(b). 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information referred to in the information disclosure statement filed December 27, 
2000 has been considered as to the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
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the invention. In line 4 of claim 1, "each side end portion of said square net" lacks proper 
antecedent basis. Claims 2 and 3 are indefinite since each depends fi"om an indefinite claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

7. Claims 1-3, as best understood with the above cited indefiniteness, are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Maeda et al (6378949). Note the square net (2), elastic 
square frame body (3), hard square fi^ame (1), side end portion (4), and mounting plate (6). 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. A sheet structure attached to a covered fi'ame structure is shown by each of Maeda et 
al (6231 125), Abu-Isa et al (5013089), Maeda et al (6375269), and Maeda et al (6152534).
